The Faith of Science 
’ Seientists often try to sepa- 
rate what they believe from 
what is taught in the Bibie. 
They claim they are dealing 
with faets and tna dible is 
dealing with faith. Qn thi is 
they refuse to be aes in 


; their beliefs by the Bible. While 


first pia in reality even ithe 
scientist relies on faith for all 
his knowledge. 

All seience rests upon the 
presupposition of the ‘uniform- 
ity of nature.’ In other words, a 
scientist assume that 
nature is and will continue 
uniform. He must assume gra- 
vity will remain the same. He 
believes chemical changes will 
take place today and tomorrow 
in the same pattern he has 
observed in previous experi- 
ments. Without faith in uni- 
formity of nature revealed in 
the Bible, there could be uy 
basis for scientific study. Yet 
uniformity of nature is an 
assumption which no scientist 
can prove, He accepts this by 
faith. 

All science rests upon the 
presupposition of ‘causation.’ 
AH scientists know thet cause 
and effect cannot be proven. 
Since cause and effect are so 
essential to the scientific meth- 
od, it could not function without 
them. The only true basis for 
faith in causation is found in the 
Bible. The Bible teaches causa- 
tion. God created all things 
which exist, first cause. Man is 
made responsible for the con- 
sequences of his sins, causation. 
Lust causes sin and sin causes 
death. (James 1:44-16) The 
scientist could run a million 
experiments and never prove 
causation. He accepts causation 
by faith. 

All science rests upon the 
presupposition ‘of ‘human ra- 
tionality.’ Each scientist cannot 


rerun all historical experi- 
ments. He must trust the 
rationality of past scientists 
who made reports of their 
assume that 
J WOE con- 


rea upon x unt 

ality of human beings. hey 
could not depend upon the work 
of thousands of scientists from 
the past or even their present 
fellow workmen, ‘the Bible 
gives science a basis for such 
assumptions. God created Ad- 
am and Eve in his image and all 
men are decended by procrea- 
tion from this created couple. 
The scientist must accept hu- 
man rationality: by faith. 

All science rests upon the 
presupposition of a ‘value Sys- 
tem’ within nature, A scientist 
must assume his ieiiow scien- 
tist is truthful in his experi- 
ments and in his reporting. 
Science could not advance if one 
scientist could not rely upon the 
integrity of other scientists. 
The only sure hope for con- 
tinued integrity among scien- 
tists is an acceptance of the 
moral teachings of the Bible. 
Mottern situational cthies da 
threaten to destroy science. 
Modern scientists who defend 
naturalistic evolution as more 
than mere human theory are 
examples of where science can 
lead without the Bible. Be- 
haviorism as advocated by 
social scientists is another such 
example. The scientist must 
accept a value system in science 
by faith. : 

All thinking is basically pre- 
suppositionai. Even the scien- 
tist Inusi live and werk by 
faith. The Bible does not 
weaken true science, but on the 
contrary. it gives science a solid 
foundation upon which to rest.

“Our federal debt alone is more 
than the combined governmental 
debts of the rest of the worid. 

“What a paradox: Here is ihe most 
developed country in the world in 
debt up to its ears.”
